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This is a list of favorite or interesting-looking films found in Archive. org's Feature Films collection. If you like 
science fiction, you'll have to look elsewhere, because I don't think there is very much good sci-fi in the public 
domain. I do have a link to a Lloyd Bridges film of that genre from 1950, but that's about it. There also isn't 
much horror here for the same reason. The focus here is on mostly mainstream dramas and comedies. There 
are several B pictures; these are the ones that looked interesting to me. 

All of the illustrations are from Wikipedia; if you really enjoy these movies, I urge you to buy better prints of them. 
Most are available online via Amazon and Turner Classic Movies. Several of the big-name pictures are in the 
Criterion collection. These are high-definition, re-mastered versions of these classic films. They may be 
expensive but they're worth it. Most of them come with extras, such as documentaries, posters, lobby cards, 
and commentary tracks by experts or even people who worked on the original film.
